Girl Graduates 
Have I Chance in 
3 to Wed in 5 Y rs.

(AP)—Next 
June’s sweet girl high school gradu­ 
ate will have one chance in three of 
getting married within five years and 
two chances in five of going to work 
within one year. 
If she goes to work immediately 
upon finishing school she probably 
will be married at a later date than 
her non-working sister and will run 
a greater risk of being divorced than 
she would if she did not work out­ 
side the home 
These conclusions were reported 
today by a group 
of 
sociologists 
headed by Lyle M Spencer, director 
of Science Research Associates. The 
research group was organized re­ 
cently to undertake a long range 
occupational outlook survey design­ 
ed to keep American youth from 
training for non existent jobs and 
to guide them into industrial chan­ 
nels which oiler better opportuni­ 
ties for going to work. 
Sketching from various data a 
biography of the future of the 
average girl finishing school this 
June, the sociologists also concluded 
she had one chance in ten of work­ 
ing after she is married. 
They reported that while “holding 
down a job does not appear to in­ 
terfere seriously with a girl’s chance 
of getting married,” it does increase 
the probabilities of her divorce.

Chile, Jan. 27 (AP)—An 
endless file of ox-drawn 
funeral j 
carts slowly made its way through 
ruined streets today as the Chilean 
government concentrated upon the 
fight to ward off disease in the 
stricken earthquake area.

was likely an accurate count could 
never be made in the shambles of 
this historic city, Concepcion, and 
more than a score of smaller towns 
and villages in the stricken area.
